The  Senate  met  at  twelve  o'clock  m.,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  proclamation  of  His  Excel hnicy  Frank  F.  Merriam,  Governor  of 
the  State  of  California,  dated  Sejitember  5,  1934,  convening  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  California  on  this  day  in  extraordinary  session. 

Senator  Arthur  H.  Breed,  I'resident  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  of  the 
fiftieth  session,  in  the  chair  pursuant  to  the  i)rovisions  of  section  238 
of  the  Political  Code. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  237  of  the  Political  Code, 
Josepli  A.  Beek,  Secretary  of  tlie  Senate;  F.  E.  Dalin,  Mimite  Clerk, 
and  Joseph  F.  Nolan,  Sei-geant-at-Arms,  were  present,  and  occupied 
their  respective  positions. 

Senator  Arthur  H.  Breed,  President  pro  teniporo,  called  the  Senate  to 
order.

PROCLAMATION  OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  President  pro  tempore  directed  the  Secretary  to  read  the  procla- 
mation of  the  Governor  convening  the  Legislature  in  extraordinary 
session. 

Wliereupon  the  Secretary  read  the  following  proclamation : 
PROCLAMATION. 

BxBx;uTnE  Department,  St.vte  of  Califormia. 
Whereas,  An  extraordinary  occasion  has  arisen  and  now  exists,  requiring  that 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  be  convened  ;  now,  therefore, 

I,  Frank  F.  Merriam,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
and  authority  in  nie  vested  by  Section  9  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  California,  do  hereby  convene  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  to 
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meet  and  assemble  in  extraordinary  session,  at  Sacramento,  California,  on  AVednes- 
da.v,  the  twelfth  day  of  Seiitembcr,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-four  at 
twelve  o'clock  in.  of  said  day,  for  the  following  purposes  and  to  legislate  upon  the 
following  subjects,  to  wit : 

1.  (a)  To  consider  and  act  upon  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State, 
for  proposal  to  the  people  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1034, 
providing  for  relief  for  unemployment  and  destitution  in  this  State  by  means  of 
grants  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  State  in  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of 
twenty-four  million  dollars  to  provide  funds  therefor  and  providing  for  the  admin- 
istration of  such  relief;  and  (b)  to  consider  and  act  upon  legislation  concerning 
the  qualifications  and  requirements  of  persons  applying  for  relief. 

2.  To  consider  and  act  upon  a  joint  resolution  memorializing  the  President  and 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  provide  pensions  for  the  aged. 

3.  To  consider  and  act  upon  a  concurrent  resolution  providing  for  a  joint  legis- 
lative committee  to  study  the  subject  of  unemployment  insurance  and  to  report  its 
recommendations  thereon  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  regular  session. 

4.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  for  owners 
of  real  jiroperty  by  providing  for  the  extension  of  periods  of  redemption,  reduction 
of  penalties,  and  postponement  of  times  of  sale,  re.sale,  and  execution  of  deeds  in 
respect  to  delinquent  State,  county  and  irrigation  district  taxes  and  assessments 
upon  real  property. 

5.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  of  debtors, 
including  a  moratorium  on  defaults  on  contracts  of  purchase  and  on  the  foreclosure 
of  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  and  on  the  sale  under  power  of  sale  contained  in 
mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  executed  upon  real  property,  with  ample  protection  and 
safeguard  for  the  holders  thereof. 

6.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  relief  legislation  validating  bonds  of 
irrigation  and  reclamation  districts,  including  refunding  bonds  thereof. 

7.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  consenting  to  the  acquisition 
by  the  United  States  of  such  lands  in  the  State  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Federal 
government  may  be  needed  for  the  establishment,  consolidation  and  extension  of 
National  forests  in  this  State,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  1, 
1911  {36  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  page  961.  Chapter  186),  as  amended. 

8.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  from  special 
assessments,  authorizing  cities,  counties,  and  cities  and  counties  to  assist  in  pro- 
viding such  relief,  relating  to  unpaid  assessments  for  improvements  of  streets  and 
highways  which  have  become  a  part  of  the  State  highway  system,  providing  for 
determination  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  State  therefrom  and  for  assump- 
tion by  the  State  of  payment  thereof,  and  relating  to  the  readjustment  and  refinancing 
of  the  obligations  of  taxing  districts  and  special  improvement  districts  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of  bankruptcy  throughout  the  United  States,' 
approved  .July  1,  1S9,S,  and  acts  amendatorv  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto," 
approved  May  24.  1934.

Merriam  to  inform  him  that  the  Joint  Convention  was  now  in  session, 
and  to  escort  him  to  the  convention,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the  House 
and  announced  the  presence  of  His  Excellency  Frank  F.  Merriam, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  California. 

PRESENTATIOX  OK  GOVERNOR  FRANK  P.  MERRIAM. 

Hon.  F.  C.  Clowdsley,  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  then  presented  Gov- 
ernor Frank  F.  Merriam  to  the  Joint  Convention.  The  Governor  then 
delivered  his  message  as  follows : 

MESSAGE  OF  GOVERNOR  FRANK  F.  MERRIAM  TO  THE  EXTRAORDI- 
NARY SESSION  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  LEGISLATURE,  SEPTEMBER 
12,  1934. 

To  the  Mcmhvvs  of  the  Culilornia  Senate  and  Asscmhly,  in  joint  session. 

Circumstances  vitally  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  State  and  the  people  of  Cali- 
fornia have  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  call  the  members  of  the  Legislature  into 
e.xtraordinary  session. 

You  have  been  asked  to  come  here  solely  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  a  public 
emergency. 

Y'our  duties  and  your  labors  will  be  directed  wholly  to  the  task  of  rendering  aid 
to  those  who  either  are  unable  to  tind  employment,  and  thus  are  prevented  from 
supporting  themselves  and  their  dependenls.  or  those  who  are  excessively  handi- 
capped in  their  efforts  to  meet  their  financial  obligations. 

Until  very  recently  1  had  hoped  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  a  special  session  of  the 
Legislature,  but  conversations  with  and  otlicial  communications  from  representatives 
of  the  United  States  government  eventually  indicated  certain  matters  must  be  dis- 
posed of  promptly  and  in  accord  with  a  jx'rfcctly  harmonious  understanding  between 
the  State  government  and  the  National  Relief  Administration. 

California  has  had  the  sympathetic  and  helpful  attention  of  those  directing 
National  relief  policies,  and  it  is  my  desire  not  only  to  recognize  and  commend  this 
condition,  but  to  do  everything  in  my  power  to  sustain  and  continue  it. 

The  proposals  I  shall  lay  before  you  are  designed  to  relieve  the  distress  of  the 
unemployed  men  and  women  of  California  ;  to  assure  a  greater  measure  of  cooi>era- 
tion  between  the  Slate  government  and  the  Federal  government  in  meeting  relief 
problems  in  this  State  ;  and  to  extend  to  various  elements  of  our  citizenship  such 
emergency  aid  and  consideration  as  the  State,  pending  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  Legislature,  can  jirovide. 

There  are  many  other  pressing  and  imi>ortant  matters  requiring  the  considera- 
tion and  action  of  the  Legislature,  but  in  this  special  legislative  session  it  has  been 
necessary  to  adhere  rigidly  to  a  plan  calling  only  for  emergency  relief. 

With  the  single  exception  of  a  subject  re(piiring  prompt  action  under  tire  terms 
of  a  Federal  statute,  all  subjects  to  be  considered  by  you  at  this  time  come  strictly 
within  the  scope  of  relieving  very  serious  conditions  today  existing  in  California. 

I  urge  you  to  give  thought  only  to  the  essential  objectives  contemplated  in  this 
call  for  an  extraordinary  convening  of  the  Senate  and  the  Assembly. 
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And  while  I  earnestly  desire  tliat.  your  deliberations  will  be  comprehensive  and 
tliorough,  it  is  my  hope  that  your  proceedings  will  result  in  expeditious  disposal  of 
the  several  subjects  1  shall  submit  to  you. 

They  do  not  invade  any  aspect  or  phase  of  partisan  or  political  interest,  and  I 
seek  your  cooperation  and  oHicial  sanction  of  certain  enicrsency  relict  measures 
on  no  other  basis  than  that  of  I  he  common  good. 

Having  myself  painstakingly  endeavored  to  avoid  all  considerations  not  directly 
reliited  to  tlie  critical  needs  of  our  people,  and  having  sought  in  every  way  to 
advance  this  emergency  relief  program  from  the  broad  standpoint  of  ministering 
to  those  in  distress,  I  urge  a  like  course  upon  you. 

Without  doubt,  the  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  beginning  in  .January 
will  he  called  upon  to  extend  or  to  modify  such  steps  as  you  and  I  may  take  at 
this  time. 

There  can  be  no  question  of  the  fact  that  a  very  broad  and  far-reaching  program 
must  he  carried  out  by  the  State  government  of  California  looking  not  oidy  to  the 
care  of  the  unemployed,  tlie  sick  and  disahled,  .■ind  tlie  aged,  l)ut  also  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  agencies  concerned  witli  the  restoration  of  sound  economic  conditions 
throughout  the  State. 

(ireater  social  .iustice,  guaiantecd  by  statute  and  by  State  policy,  must  be  our 
determined  purpose. 

.Such  iiroblems,  however,  can  not  obtain  adequate  consideration  at  a  session  of 
the  Legislature  which,  to  render  effective  service  in  a  crisis,  must  confine  itself  to 
efforts  to  relieve  that  crisis. 

All  of  the  recoinuicuda lions  which  you  are  about  to  consider  have  had  my 
careful  and  close  attention.  If  api)roved  in  the  form  recommended,  I  feel  that 
the  danger  of  undue  deprivation  and  suffering  among  the  people  of  California  will 
be  lessened  and  placed  upon  a  basis  of  reasonable  attention  to  all  legitimate  claims 
for  relief. 

The  program  that  is  laid  before  you  is  based  on  what  I  regard  as  the  genuine 
recpiirements  of  our  iicoi)le  so  far  as  those  requirements  can  be  met  at  this  time. 
This  proposed  program  is  sound,  and  makes  no  i)retentions  either  impossible  of 
fulfillment,  or,  if  undertaken,  that  might  bring  even  greater  confusion  and  distress. 

Tlie  State's  twenty  million  dollar  relief  bond  issue  authorized  in  June,  1933, 
has  been  exhausted. 

The  bond  issue  which  I  ask  you  to  submit  to  the  petiple  of  California  in  the 
Novcndier  election  is  based  on  suggestions  from  the  National  Relief  Administration, 
and  the  amount  si)ecilie<l  represents  the  minimum  sum  which  the  National  author- 
ities feci  that  California  sliould  make  available  at  this  time. 

We  are  faced  with  a  situation  that  should  banish  all  aims  and  impulses  not 
inspired  by  a  determination  to  use  our  several  energies  and  official  responsibilities 
for  the  piililic  welfare.  Tlie  common  man  and  the  common  woman  of  California 
are  our  common  iirnblcms. 

I  iilace  my  time  and  my  services  at  your  disposal  for  conference  and  discussion. 
I  shall  be  available  at  all  hours. 

It  should  be  understood  that  our  purpose  is  to  afford  relief  only  to  those  actually 
needing  it. 

We  have  taken  every  precaution  that  has  been  suggested  to  prevent  deliberate 
abuse  of  these  relief  measures  by  persons  not  in  distress. 

This  refers  not  only  to  the  provisions  for  unemiiloyment  relief,  but  also  to  the 
proposals  that  seek  to  lift  some  of  the  burdens  of  the  taxpayer,  the  payer  of 
assessments,  and  of  the  man  and  woman  whose  mortgage  or  trust  deed  obligations 
must  be  lightened  to  avoid  foreclosures. 

To  accomplish  the  above  mentioned  jiurposes  I  am  asking  consideration  and 
legislation  on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  (a)  To  consider  and  act  upon  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  for  iirojiosal  to  the  iieoiili-  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November, 
1934,  providing  for  relief  for  unemployment  and  destitution  in  this  State  by 
means  of  grants  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  State  in  the  aggregate  principal 
sum  of  twenty-four  million  (hdlars  to  provide  funds  therefor  and  providing  for 
the  administration  of  such  relief:  and  (b)  to  consider  and  act  upon  legislation 
concerning  the  qualifications  and  requirements  of  persons  applying  for  relief. 

2.  To  consider  and  act  uiion  a  joint  resolution  memorializing  the  President  and 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  provide  jiensious  for  the  aged. 

•i.  To  consider  and  act  u)ion  a  concurrent  resolution  lu-oviding  for  a  joint  legis- 
lative committee  to  study  the  sul)je<'t  of  unemployment  insurance  and  to  report  its 
recommendations  thereon  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  regular  session. 

4.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  for  owners 
of  real  projierty  by  providing  for  the  extension  of  periods  of  redemption,  reduction 
of  penalties,  and  postponement  of  limes  of  sale,  resale,  and  execution  of  deeds  in 
respect  to  delinquent  State,  county  and  irrigation  district  taxes  and  assessments  upon 
real  projierty. 

'i.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  of  debtors, 
including  a  moratorium  on  defaults  on  contracts  of  purchase  and  on  the  fore- 
closure of  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  and  on  the  sale  under  power  of  sale  con- 
tained in  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  executed  upon  real  property,  with  ample 
protection  and  safeguard  for  the  holders  thereof. 
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6.  To  consider  and  act  upon  eraergency  relief  legislation  validating  bonds  of 
irrigation  and  reclamation  districts,  including  refunding  bonds  thereof,  hereto- 
fore issued. 

7.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  consenting  to  the  acquisition 
by  the  United  States  of  suth  lands  in  the  State  as  in  the  oi)inion  of  the  Federal 
government  may  be  needed  for  the  establishment,  consolidation  and  extension  of 
National  forests  in  this  State,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
1,  ion  (36  V.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  page  {Hil.  Chapter  186)  as  amended. 

8.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  from  special 
a.ssessments,  authorizing  cities,  counties,  and  cities  and  counties  to  a.ssist  in  pro- 
viding such  relief,  relating  to  unpaid  assessments  for  improvements  of  streets  and 
highways  which  have  become  a  part  of  the  State  highway  system,  providing  for 
determination  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  State  therefrom  and  for  assump- 
tion by  the  State  of  payment  thereof,  and  relating  to  the  readjustment  and  refinanc- 
ing of  the  obligations  of  taxing  districts  and  special  improvement  districts  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of  bankruptcy  throughout  the  United  States,' 
approved  .July  1.  1898.  and  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto," 
approved  May  24,  19.34. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  State  capital,  and  assure  you  that  in  coming  here  at  this 
time  to  render  a  vitally  necessary  .service  in  your  official  capacity  as  the  legislative 
branch  of  State  government  you  are  performing  a  duty  in  the  "highest  interest  of 
humanity  and  society.

CONSIDERATION  OF  SENATE  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT  NUMBER  ONE. 

The  Senate  took  up  for  consideration  Senate  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment No.  1. 

SENATE  CONSTITUTIONAI.  AMENDMENT  No.  1. 

A  resolution  to  pro|)ose  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  an  aniciidnient  to 
the  Constitution  of  said  State  by  adding  to  Article  X\I  tliercdf,  a  new 
section  to  be  numbered  10,  relating  lo  relief  for  unonii'loyuicnt  and  desti- 
tution. 

Resolved  hy  Ihe  Senate,  the  Assembly  Concurring,  That  the  Legislature  of  the 
Slate  of  California,  in  extraordinary  session  commencing  on  the  twelfth  day  of 
September,  1034,  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  hou.scs  of 
tlie  Legislature  voting  in  favor  thereof,  hereby  ijroposi-s  lo  t  lie  people  of  the  State 
of  California  that  the  Constitution  of  said  State  be  amended  by  adding  to  Article 
XVI  thereof  a  new  section  to  be  numbered  ten,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  10.  (a)  In  addition  to  moneys  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  stated,  the  sum  of  .>(;i'4.(K)0.()00  to  be  made  available  by  the  creation  of 
a  debt  or  debts,  liability  or  liabilities  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  issuance 
of  bonds  therefor  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  for  relief  for  unemploy- 
ment and  destitution.  The  moneys  liereby  appropriated  shall  be  expended  as  grants 
by  the  State  of  Califoraia  without  repayment  by  any  grantee. 

(b)  A  relief  administrator,  who  shall  l)e  cliief  of  a  division  in  the  Stjite  Dejiart- 
ment  of  Social  Welfare  to  be  known  as  the  Relief  Division,  shall  administer  and 
direct  the  expenditure  of  all  moneys  hereby  approjniated  ;  provided,  however,  that 
the  Governor  may  direct  that  the  powers  and  duties  vested  in  the  administrator 
of  Social  Welfare  shall  have  and  exercise  all  such  powers  and  duties.  The  admin- 
by  this  .section  or  by  any  law  adopted  pursuant  hereto  shall  be  exercised  and 
performed  by  the  State  Director  of  Social  Welfare,  in  which  event  the  Director 
istrator  .shall  be  appointefl  by  and  hold  otiice  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  and 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  until  otherwise 
prescribed  by  law. 

General  policies  for  the  guidance  of  relief  administration  shall  be  determined 
by  a  relief  commission,  which  is  hereby  created,  consisting  of  nine  members 
appointed  by  and  holding  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.  Not  more  than 
two  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  residents  of  the  same  county  or  city  and 
county.  The  administrator  and  the  commission  shall  cooperate  with  any  officer 
or  agency  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  in  determining  policies,  plans  and 
procedure  for  relief  of  unemployment  and  destitution  in  this  State  and  in  directing 
or  administering  expen<liture  of  any  moneys  available  for  such  purposes,  and  may 
prescribe  rules  of  procedure  for  the  citizens'  relief  committees. 

The  administrator  and  the  commission  shall  have  and  exercise  such  powers  and 
duties  respectively  as  may  be  preseribe<l  by  law.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
the  administrator  and  tlie  commission  respectively  shall  have  and  exercise  the 
IKjwers  and  duties  in  relation  to  the  administration  and  direction  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  moneys  hereby  appropriated  as  vested  in  the  Emergency  Relief  Admin- 
istrator and  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Commission  by  the  "Unemployment  Relief 
Bond  Act  of  1933"  in  relation  to  the  administration  and  direction  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  moneys  appropriated  by  that  act. 
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From  and  after  tlie  date  when  the  administrator  and  members  of  the  commis- 
sion first  ain)oiute<l  horeunder  (lualify,  the  administrator  and  commission  hereby 
created  shall  succeed  to  and  have  and  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  respet'tively, 
of  the  Emerfrencv  Relief  Administrator  and  State  Emergeney  Uolief  Commission 
mentioned  in  the  '-Lneinployment  Relief  IJond  Act  of  1933.  in  respect  to  tie 
administration  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  "f  1933,  and  said  administrator  and 
commission  mentioned  in  said  act  of  1933  shall  have  no  further  lej;al  existence.

Whe1!E.\s,  The  problem  of  the  care  of  the  dependent  aged  has  recently  attained 
major  projjortions  throughout  the  Nation,  due  in  large  part  to  the  increasing 
mechanization  of  our  industrial  system  and  to  the  economic  depre.ssion  our  country 
has  been  sutfering,  which  has  destroyed  the  financial  independence  of  large  numbers 
of  our  people,  including  tliose  who  liad  prudently  i)reparcd  for  the  time  when  they 
could  no  longer  earn  a  livelihood  ;  and 

Whekeas,  The  problem  is  seriously  complicated  by  the  fact  that  the  people  of 
the  United  States  freely  e.xercise  their  right  to  change  their  residence,  so  that  the 
States  and  communities  in  which  many  of  our  dependent  aged  live  are  not  those  to 
the  economic  building  of  which  they  have  directly  contributed  ;  and 

WnMEAS,  Because  of  various  factors,  such  as  relative  liberality  of  care  of  the 
dependent  aged,  climatic  advantages,  and  the  economic  opportunities  offered  by 
certain  areas  prior  to  the  depression,  some  States  and  communities  have  within 
their  borders  a  disproportionately  large  number  of  dependent  aged;  and 

Whereas,  The  financial  burden  of  care  of  the  dependent  aged  is  so  great  in  some 
States  that  the  economic  welfare  and  stability  of  such  States  are  seriously  affected 
and  even  threatened  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  that  the  problem  has  become  one  which  can  be  satis- 
factorily met  only  on  a  National  .scale,  and  that  the  Federal  government  must 
assist  the  State  aiul  local  communities  if  the  dependent  aged,  who  during  their  years 
of  usefulness  have  contributed  to  the  economic  life  of  the  Nation,  are  to  be  cared 
for  even  on  a  minimun\  basis;  and

COMMUNICATION. 

The  following  communication  was  received,  and  upon  request  of 
Senator  McCormack,  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal : 
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Vallejo,  CAL.IFOBNIA,  September  10,  1934. 
Senator  Thomas  McOormack,  State  Legislature, 
Capitol,  Sacramento,  California. 

Dear  Sir  :  Noting  that  out,'  of  the  major  problems  to  be  considered  in  the  coming 
extra  session  of  the  State  Legislature  is  that  of  the  unemployed,  I  wish  to  call  to 
your  attention  a  phase  of  the  same  which  thus  far  has  been  frightfully  neglected. 

According  to  the  best  information  I  can  receive  there  are  in  this  State  some 
several  thousand  individuals  who  actually  need  sympathy  but  would  rather  have 
the  opportunity  to  work  in  order  that  they  might  clothe  and  feed  themselves  and 
where  it  is  expedient,  raise  a  family. 

As  president  of  Solano  County  Handicapped  League,  I  am  issuing  this  request : 
That  you  kindly  consider  these  unfortunates  who  thus  far  have  received  no  aid, 
who  because  of  the  very  handicap  that  makes  it  necessary  to  receive  charity,  can 
not;  who  throughout  the  Federal  and  State  emergency  programs  have  been  almost 
completely  ignored  and  in  some  communities  totally  forgotten.  Admission  and 
gratefulness  in  the  form  of  training  has  been  expressed  and  offered  by  the  rehabilita- 
tion program,  but  it  still  does  not  answer  the  needs  of  hungry  mouths,  ragged 
elothe.s,  urgent  medical  care  and  special  concessions  and  appliances  usually  needed 
by  such  people.  It  is  very  discouraging  to  face  the  constant  negations  of  employers 
who  ruthlessly  and  pitilessly  cut  down  expense  in  order  to  make  more  profits  and 
fear  entanglements  with  prevailing  Workmen's  Compensation  Insurance  laws. 

The  situation  is  partially  outlined  as  follows:  Because  we  have  no  means  with 
which  to  work  and  even  our  correspondence  is  carrie<l  on  at  a  great  expense  to 
some  few  who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  to  try  to  carry  on  our  activities,  our  investi- 
gations are  not  complete  and  in  some  instances  we  can  but  approximate.  In 
Solano  County  there  are  possibly  between  35  and  50  individuals  who  are  physically 
handicapped.  The.-^e  people,  raised  in  the  environment  of  good  schools,  com- 
mercial and  social  i)r(>gress.  and  an  atmosphere  of  adventure,  all  have  a  sense  of 
pride,  have  ambitions,  desires,  actual  needs,  dreams  of  comfortable  homes,  wives 
and  probably  children,  but  each  of  these  anticipations  demands  a  job,  the  means  of 
a  livelihood.  Under  the  present  laws  the  liability  clauses  concerning  the  first  and 
second  injury  do  not  satisfactorily  protect  the  employer  and  hence  provides  a  loop- 
hole through  which  he  dodges  to  keep  from  hiring  the  handicapped  worker.  Because 
of  his  physical  status  the  handicapped  worker  can  niit  (jualify  for  civil  service 
positions  and  if  he  is  fortunate  enougli  to  get  something  to  do.  he  is  ofttimes 
replaced  by  some  stalwart,  able-bodied  iH-rson  who  could  well  afford  to  take  a 
chance  on  tli(>  world  and  what  it  may  have  to  offer.  Throughout  the  emergency 
relief  tlie  handicapped  i)ei-son  has  proven  to  be  the  "Forgotten  Man."  According 
to  Administrative  Bulletin  No.  19.  of  the  S.  E.  R.  A.,  handicapped  i>ersons  who 
are  skilled  will  be  given  equal  consideration  in  placement  and  those  who  lack  the 
skill  will  be  provided  training  through  the  Rehabilitation  Department.  This  par- 
ticular bulletin  reads  well  but  the  big  flaw  is  that  in  most  of  the  smaller  com- 
munities there  are  no  projects  being  launched  by  the  Emergency  Relief  Administra- 
tions except  those  calling  for  skill  in  wielding  a  pick  and  shovel,  and  no  amount 
of  training  could  equip  a  man  with  a  deformed  back  to  stand  in  a  ditch  and  throw 
dirt.  Many  counties  throughout  the  State  have  not  produced  the  first  project  that 
would  include  the  clerical  worker,  or  that  could  give  the  handicapped  jH>rson  an 
hour's  work.  On  the  other  hand  the  emergency  relief  setup  again  fails  the  handi- 
capped ])ers(ni.  when  in  its  budget  based  on  the  Okey-IIunnington  budget,  a 
single  man  living  where  he  pays  no  rent  is  allowed  to  earn  through  the  channels 
of  their  setup  approximately  .S2.10  a  week  in  Solano  County.  Tlie  absurdity  of 
such  is  breath-taking.  Consider  an  individual  :  crippled  from  birth,  unable  to 
receive  adequate  training,  twenty,  thirty  and  even  forty  years  of  age  and  without 
that  first  day's  work  :  forced  to  live  on  the  charity  of  relatives  because  he  requires 
a  substantial  and  reliable  roof  over  his  head,  because  he  must  eat  good  and  whole- 
some food,  because  he  must  give  his  pain-racked  body  certain  regular  personal 
care ;  compelled  to  wear  special  clothes  that  cost  extra,  bandages  and  appliances 
that  no  charitable  organization  can  or  does  provide,  and  numerous  other  needs  of 
the  deformed ;  then  to  be  instructed  he  can  earn  just  .$2.10  a  w-eek  through  the 
emergency  agency,  because  they  are  living  under  the  roof  of  .some  one  who  is 
employed,  relatives  who  for  years  have  taken  care  of  the  emergency  without  any 
aid  from  any  source.  Because  of  living  under  these  same  roofs,  these  crippled, 
forgotten  ]>eoi)le  are  not  even  eligible  for  charity  from  many  county  relief  rolls, 
and  the  same  is  provided  as  far  as  possible  only  through  sympathy  and  not  in 
accordance  with  the  law  that  prevails. 

The  Solano  County  Handicapped  League  petitions  you  to  consider  our  desire 
to  live,  our  needs  for  the  coming  winter,  and  to  make  a  stand  in  order  that  we 
might  receive  some  aid  for  people  who  have  been  unemployed  and  meeting  an 
emergency  practically  all  of  their  lives.

Honorable  Sir  :  This  letter  is  being  addressed  to  you  in  an  eleventh  hour  effort 
to  place  clearly  before  you  the  position  of  the  Federal  government  with  regard  to 
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the  Senate!  CoiistitutionnI  Ainciulment  No.  1,  now  jiending  before  the  LcRislature. 
It  is  iny  lioi)e  that  you  will  transmit  it  to  the  Assembly  for  the  piiri'ose  of  avoiding 
passage  of  the  amendment  in  its  present  form. 

The  ostensible  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  niaUe  available  .$24,000,000  of 
State  funds  for  unemployment  relief  to  be  merged  with  funds  antieipated  from  the 
Federal  Emergency  Kelicf  Administration  for  unemployment  relief.  The  bill  con- 
templates that  these  joint  funds  will  be  adniinislercd  by  a  single  agency. 

I  fear  that  the  amendment  in  the  form  i)assed  unanimously  by  the  State  Senate 
this  afternoon  will  fail  ti<  accoinplisli  such  purposes.  The  amendment  is  reported  to 
provide:  "for  relief  of  unemployment  and  human  need."  I  wish  to  iioint  out  that 
Feder.-il  funds  may  be  expended  only  for  unemployment  relief;  funds  available  for 
general  human  needs  other  than  unemployment  relief  may  not  be  merged  with  fun(W 
granted  by  the  Federal  government  for  unemployment  relief;  neither  will  the  grant- 
ing of  funds  by  the  Stat(!  for  general  human  need  other  than  unemployment  relief 
be  reganled  by  the  Federal  administration  as  .joint  participation  in  an  unemployment 
relief  program. 

The  amendment  also  contemplates  a  joint  administration  for  general  huni.in  need 
as  well  as  unemployment  relief  and  names  as  administrator,  a  cliief  of  a  division  in 
the  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare.  It  is  further  stated  that  the  jjowers  of  the 
administrator  may  be  vested  in  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare.  It 
seems  to  me  highly  desirable  (hal  full  power  to  administer  unemployment  relief  only 
be  vested  in  a  commission  and  an  administration  set  up  for  the  exclusive  purjio.se  of 
administering  such  relief.  The  jiroblenis  to  be  met  arc  of  an  emergency  nature  and 
establislii'd  State  departments  tire  governed  by  regulations  which  were  not  drawn  in 
contemplation  of  ii  program  involving  problems  of  this  nature  and  which  also  involves 
participali(ui  by  a  Federal  agency. 

I  wish  to  i)oint  out  fui-ther  that  the  administrative  authority  set  up  in  this  bill 
is  so  ambiguous  that  it  would  be  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  Federal  Emergency 
Kelicf  Administration  to  )iredicatc  any  participation  upon  its  terms. 

In  (M'der  to  meet  the  enu'rgenc.v  adequately,  the  administering  agencies  should  not 
be  governed  by  existing  legal  requinuiients  of  State  departments  set  up  to  meet 
l)erm,'inent  and  stable  conditions.  The  administration  agencies  set  up  by  the  bill 
should  be  subject  only  to  special  administrative  laws  and  regulations  that  may  be 
enacted  by  the  State  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administration. 

I  wish  to  make  clear  that  my  thought  is  that  the  commission  and  the  adminis- 
trator should  be  State  of  California  agencies,  a<lministering  fuiuls  granted  by  both — 
the  State  government  and  the  Federal  Enuugency  Relief  Administration.  They 
should  be  made  up  of  comi)etent  public  si)irited  persons  whose  records  are  such  as 
to  inspire  your  confidence,  the  confidence  of  Californians  and  the  confidence  of  the 
Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that,  exceiiting  for  Feder:il  grants,  California 
is  practically  withmit  unemployment  relief  fuiuls  at  present.  Even  if  the  amend- 
nu>nt  now  contemplated  is  passed,  no  stated  funds  will  be  available  for  exi>enditure 
until  after  the  first  of  next  year.  It  is  .•ii)parent,  therefore,  that  if  that  portion  of 
unemployment  relief  heretofore  lU'ovided  by  State  and  local  funds  is  to  be  met  for 
the  ensuing  four  months,  it  must  be  met  by  increased  Federal  grants. 

With  this  consideration  in  mind.  I  am  sure,  you  will  appreciate  the  vital  interest 
of  the  Federal  administration  in  the  agency  which  will  be  set  uji  to  administer  the 
funds  it  is  being  asked  to  supjily.  The  recpiest  to  the  Federal  administration  to 
supply  the  deficiency  caused  by  the  exhaustion  of  State  and  local  funds,  as  you 
know,  was  predicated  upon  the  jn'oposition  that  (^ilifornia  was  to  supply  .$■24,000,000 
for  tinemployment  relief  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  .Itme  .'iO,  10.3.5.  It  was  estimated 
that  aiiproximately  .fiiO.OOO.OOO  would  be  required  from  the  Federal  Emcrgencv 
Relief  Administration  during  that  jieriod.  It  is  vital,  therefore,  that  the  .$24,000,000 
should  be  provided  by  the  amendment  solely  for  unemployment  relief  and  explicitly 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  .Tunc  30.  19.3.5. 

And.  in  conclusion.  I  reiterate  my  belief  that  the  amendment  should  provide  for 
the  setting  tip  of  an  indeiiendent  State  agency  for  the  administration  of  this  money 
and  anv  innneys  which  may  be  granted  to  the  State  by  the  Federal  Emergency 
Relief  Administration.

Sec.  4.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  urgency  measure  within  the  mean- 
ing of  section  1  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution,  necessary  for  the  immediate 
jjrc.servation  of  the  public  peace,  health  and  safety  and  as  such  shall  take  effect 
immediately. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  facts  constituting  such  necessity  : 
Due  to  the  agricultural  depression  which  has  existed  for  the  past  several  years, 
many  landowners  in  irrigation  districts  in  the  State  have  been  unable  to  meet  their 
annmil  taxes  and  assessments  with  the  result  that  their  land  has  been  sold  to  the 
district.  The  heavy  penalties  necessary  to  be  paid  as  now  itrovided  by  law,  and  which 
continually  increase,  makes  it  impossible  for  the  landowner  to  re(leeni  his  land  and 
thousands  of  landowners  arc  now  threatened  with  the  loss  of  their  land.  If  the 
land  is  not  redeemed  and  it  is  deeded  to  the  district,  it  then  becomes  nonassessable 
for  district  purposes,  and  the  burden  becomes  all  the  heavier  on  the  other  land- 
owners in  the  district,  causing  more  delinquency  and  loss.    The  result  will  seriously 
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affoct  the  revenuos  of  llie  districts  fliiiiii!;  the  ciirrpiit  nnd  siiooeeding  fiscal  years, 
with  consequent  danser  to  the  fiinctioniiis  of  the  districts,  unless  a  means  of  retaining 
the  lands  in  possession  of  tlieir  owners,  is  immediately  i)rovided.

This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  urgency  measure  within  the  mean- 
ing of  section  1  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preser- 
vation of  the  public  peace,  health  and  safety  and  as  such  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  facts  constituting  such  necessity  : 
Due  to  the  agricultural  depression  whi<-h  has  e.visted  for  the  past  several  .vears, 
many  landowners  in  irrigation  districts  in  the  State  have  lieen  unable  to  meet 
their  annual  taxes  and  assessments  with  the  result  that  their  land  has  been  sold  to 
the  district.  The  lieavy  pen.-ilties  necessary  to  be  i)aid  as  now  provided  by  law.  and 
which  continually  increase,  makes  it  impossible  for  the  landowner  to  redeem  his  land 
end  thousands  of  landowners  are  now  threatened  with  the  loss  of  their  land.  If  the 
land  is  not  redeemed  and  it  is  deeded  to  the  district,  it  then  becomes  nonassessable 
for  district  purposes,  and  the  burden  becomes  all  the  heavier  on  the  other  landowners 
in  the  district,  causing  more  delin(]uency  and  loss.  The  residt  will  seriously  affect 
the  revenues  of  the  districts  during  the  current  and  succeeding  fiscal  years,  with 
consequent  danger  to  the  functioning  of  the  districts,  unless  a  means  of  retaining  the 
lands  in  possession  of  their  owners,  is  immediately  provided.

said  subdivision  or  agency  shall  file  with  the  tax  collector  and  the  board  of  super- 
visors certified  copies  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  such  governing  body  objecting  to 
such  sale. 

He  must  give  notice  of  such  sale  by  publication  once  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  the  county  or  city  and  county,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then 
by  posting  a  notice  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  county  or  city  and  county,  one 
of  which  shall  be  in  the  United  States  i)ost  office  nearest  the  land.  In  addition  to 
such  publication  or  posting  a  copy  of  the  notice  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  on  the 
land  itself.  Such  publication  and  posting  must  be  completed  not  less  than  three 
weeks  prior  to  the  sale.  Such  notices  must  state  specifically  the  place  and  the  day 
and  hour  of  sale  and  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  property  to  be  sold  and  shall 
also  contain  the  name  of  the  iierson  to  whom  the  properly  was  assessed,  on  the 
county  assessment  roll  for  each  year  on  which  (here  may  be  delinquent  taxes  against 
said  property  or  any  part  thei-eof.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  tax  collector  to  mail 
within  five  days,  after  the  publication  of  said  notice  of  sale  a  copy  of  said  notice, 
postage  thereon  prepaid  to  the  party  to  whom  the  land  was  last  assessed  nearest 
before  the  sale,  at  his  last  known  post-office  address,  and  shall  also  mail  a  copy  of 
said  notice,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  State  Controller  and  clerk  or  secretary  of  the 
governing  board  of  each  political  subdivision  or  taxing  agency  hjuing  the  right  to 
levy  taxes  or  assessments  on  the  land  involved  and  any  such  subdivision  or  agency 
having  taxes  or  assessments  levied  on  any  parcel  may  bid  on  such  parcel. 

All  moneys  received  on  account  of  any  such  sales  shall  be  imme<liately  tran.s- 
mitted  by  the  tax  collector  to  the  county  treasurer  together  with  a  report  showing 
the  amount  of  costs  which  the  county  has  expended  on  account  of  the  making  of  such 
sale,  showing  the  total  sums  received  for  individual  parcels,  which  parcels  shall  be 
identified  in  said  report  by  year,  page  and  number  of  delinquency  roll,  and  a  dupli- 
cate thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  auditor  and  the  board  of  supervisors,  which 
shall,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  thirty  days  there- 
after, confirm  or  reject  said  sale.  Upon  rejection  the  purchase  money  siiall  be 
refunded.  Upon  confirnuition.  the  tax  collector  shall  issnie  a  deed  to  the  purcha.ser. 
The  amount  of  expenses  so  reported  shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  general  fund  and 
the  balance  shall  be  deposited  in  the  delinquent  tax  sale  trust  fund. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  said  duplicate  report  and  such  confirmation  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  the  auditor  shall  mail  a  copy  thereof  to  the  State  ControHer  and  to  the 
secretary  or  clerk  of  the  governing  board  of  each  political  subdivision  capable  under 
the  law  of  levying  taxes  or  assessments  upon  the  laud  covered  by  such  sale,  and  shall 
enclose  therewith  a  notice  describing  such  land,  and  that  claims  on  the  amount 
received  from  tlie  sale  thereof  must  be  made  within  a  period  of  sis  months  from  the 
date  of  the  mailing  of  such  notices. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  notices  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Controller  and 
the  governing  board  of  any  political  subdivision  having  taxes  levied  upon  the  land 
described  in  said  notices  to  forward  a  claim  thereon  to  the  county  auditor  setting 
forth  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  assessment  first  deliui|uent  levied  on  such  laud.  hv.  and 
still  unjiaid  to,  the  political  subdivision  or  district  for  which  said  claim  is  being  made. 
On  the  first  meeting  day  of  the  board  of  supervisors  following  the  expiration  of  six 
months  from  the  date  of  mailing  such  notices,  as  aforesaid,  by  said  county  auditor, 
the  county  auditor  shall  present  all  such  claims  received  by  liim  to  the  said  board 
of  supervisors  and  the  board  of  supervisors,  if  said  claims  be  correct,  shall  order 
the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  each  parcel  of  land  to  be  divided  pro  rata  among 
the  taxing  agencies  having  filed  claims  in  accordance  with  the  proportion  which 
such  first  delinqvient  tax  or  assessment  bears  to  the  total  of  all  such  taxes  or  assess- 
ments first  delinquent  in  each  district  or  political  subdivision  involved,  and  the 
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auditor  shall  draw  and  mail  warrants  on  said  dolinquent  tax  sale  trust  fund  in 
accordance  with  said  ordpr.  If  the  board  of  supervisors  dispute  the  correctness  of 
any  >iuch  claim,  the  monev  received  from  the  sale  of  the  individual  parcel  or  parcels 
involved  in  such  disputed  claim  shall  remain  in  said  trust  funil  until  the  settle- 
ment of  said  claim  hy  apcrcement  of  the  soverniuK  boards  or  officers  of  the  various 
taxing  aKeiicies  or  bv  judgment  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisili<  t ion. 

A  deed  -iven  by  the  tax  collector  upon  a  sale  made  as  in  this  section  provided  shall 
convey  title  to  the  purchaser  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  taxes,  assessments  or  encum- 
brances of  any  kind  or  character  whatsoever  levied  or  asses.sed  or  liened  on  the  prop- 
erty which  ai-e  due  at  the  lime  of  such  sale  so  conveyed  prior  to  the  date  "f  f"'" 
sale  and  except  as  against  actual  fraud,  such  deed  duly  acknowledged  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  regularity  of  all  jiroceedings  from  the  assessment  of  the 
assessor  to  and  including  tlie  execution  of  such  dee<l.  Nothing  in  this  section  con- 
tained shall  be  deemed  to  nullify  or  amend  the  provisions  of  section  12  of  '  Improve- 
ment Bond  Act  of  1015"'  or  of  anv  provision  amendatory  thereof  or  siipplement.al 
thereto  with  reference  to  the  title  acquired  by  a  purchaser  at  a  tax  collectors  sale 
or  at  a  resale  by  the  city.  . 

No  action,  suit  or  proceeding  to  set  aside,  cancel,  or  question  the  validity  of  any 
proceedings  instituted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  instituted  or 
maintained  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  commenced  within  six  months  after  the 
date  of  the  execution  of  the  deed  of  the  tax  collector  and  thereafter  all  jwrsons 
shall  be  barred  from  commencing  or  prosecuting  any  such  action  or  maintaining  any 
defense  in  anv  action  based  ui>on  the  alleged  invalidity  or  alleged  irregularity  in  such 
proceeding.

Except  when  otherwise  disposed  of  as  provided  in  sections  3S97a  and 
3897b  of  this  code,  whenever  the  State  shall  have  become  the  owner  of  any  prop- 
ert.v  sold  for  taxes  and  the  deed  to  the  State  lias  been  filed  with  the  Controller  as 
provided  in  section  3785,  the  tax  collector  of  the  eount.v.  or  city  and  county,  in 
which  said  land  is  located  shall  sell  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder  for 
cash  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  the  property  or  any  part  thereof  when 
directed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county  in  the  manner  following:  pro- 
vided that  the  tax  collector  shall  not  proceed  with  the  sale  of  any  land  within 
any  political  subdivision  or  taxing  agency  which  has  taken  title  to  said  land,  if 
the  governing  body  of  said  subdivision  or  agency  shall  file  with  the  tax  collector 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  certified  copies  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  such  gov- 
erning body  ob.iectlng  to  such  sale. 

He  must  give  notice  of  such  sale  by  publication  once  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  county  or  city  and  county,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  by  posting  a  notice  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  county  or  city 
and  county,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  United  States  post  office  nearest  "the  land. 
In  addition  to  such  publication  or  posting  a  copy  of  the  notice  shall  be  conspicuously 
posted  on  the  land  itself.  Such  publication  and  posting  must  be  completed  no"t 
less  than  three  weeks  prior  to  the  sale.  Such  notices  must  state  specifically  the 
place  and  the  day  and  hour  of  sale  and  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  property 
to  be  sold  and  shall  also  contain  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  property 
was  assessed,  on  the  county  assessment  roll  for  each  year  on  which  there  may  be 
delinquent  taxes  against  said  property  or  any  part  thereof.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  tax  collector  to  mail  within  five  days,  after  the  publication  of  said  notice  of 
.sale  a  copy  of  said  notice,  postage  thereon  prepaid  to  the  partv  to  whom  the  land 
was  last  assessed  nearest  before  the  sale,  at  his  last  known'  post-office  address 
and  shall  also  mail  a  copy  of  said  notice,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  State  Controller 
and  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  governing  board  of  each  political  subdivision  or 
taxing  agencj-  haying  the  right  to  levy  taxes  or  assessments  on  the  land  involved 
and  any  such  .subdivision  or  agency  having  taxes  or  assessments  levied  on  any 
parcel  may  bid  on  such  parcel. 

All  moneys  received  on  account  of  any  such  sales  shall  be  immediately  trans- 
mitted by  the  tax  collector  to  the  county  treasurer  together  with  a  report  showin" 
the  amount  of  costs  which  the  county  has  expended  on  account  of  the  makin"-  of 
such  sale,  showing  the  total  sums  received  for  individual  parcels,  which  parcels 
shall  be  identified  in  said  report  by  year,  page  and  number  of  delinquency  roll  and 
a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  auditor  and  the  board  of  super- 
visors, whicli  shall,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
thirty  days  thereafter,  confirm  or  reject  said  sale.    Upon  rejection  the  purchase 
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monoy  shall  be  refunded.  Upon  confirmation,  the  tax  collector  shall  issue  a  dei'd  to 
the  purchaser.  The  amount  of  expenses  so  reported  shall  he  deposited  in  t\u- 
county  general  fund  and  the  balance  shall  be  deposited  in  the  delinquent  tax  sali 
trust  fund. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  said  duplicate  report  and  such  confirmation  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  the  auditor  shall  mail  a  copy  thereof  to  the  State  Controller  and  to 
the  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  governing  board  of  each  political  subdivision  capable 
under  the  law  of  levying  taxes  or  assessments  upon  the  laud  covered  by  such  sale, 
and  shall  enclose  therewith  a  notice  describing  such  land,  and  that  claims  on  the 
amount  received  from  the  sale  thereof  must  be  made  within  a  period  of  six 
months  from  the  date  of  the  mailing  of  such  notices. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  notices  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Controller  and 
the  governing  board  of  any  political  subdivision  having  taxes  levied  upon  the 
land  described  in  said  notices  to  forward  a  claim  thereon  to  the  county  auditor 
setting  forth  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  a.ssessment  first  delinquent  levied  on  such 
land,  by  and  still  unpaid  to,  the  political  subdivision  or  district  for  which  said 
claim  is  being  made.  On  the  iirst  meeting  day  of  the  board  of  supervisors  fol- 
lowing the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  mailing  such  notices,  as 
aforesaid,  by  said  county  auditor,  the  county  auditor  shall  present  all  such  claims 
received  by  him  to  tlie  said  board  of  s\ipervisors  and  the  board  of  supervisors,  if 
said  claims  be  correct,  shall  order  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  each  parcel 
of  land  to  be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  taxing  agencies  having  filed  claims  in 
accordance  with  the  proportion  which  such  first  delinquent  tax  or  assessment  bears 
to  the  total  of  all  such  taxes  or  assessments  first  delinquent  in  each  district  or 
political  subdivision  involved,  and  the  auditor  shall  draw  and  mail  warrants  on 
said  delinquent  tax  .sale  trust  fund  in  accordance  with  said  order.  It  the  board  of 
supervisors  dispute  the  correctness  of  any  such  claim,  the  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  the  individual  parcel  or  parcels  involved  in  such  disputed  claims  shall 
remain  in  said  trust  fund  until  the  settlement  of  said  claim  by  agreement  of  the 
governing  boards  or  officers  of  the  various  taxing  agencies  or  by  judgment  of  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

A  deed  given  by  the  tax  collector  upon  a  sale  made  as  in  this  section  provided 
shall  convey  title  to  the  purclia.ser  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  taxes,  assessments 
or  encumbrances  of  any  Uind  or  character  whatsoever  levied  or  assessed  or  liened 
on  the  property  which  are  due  at  the  time  of  such  sale  so  conveyed  prior  to  the 
date  of  such  sale,  and,  except  as  against  actual  fraud,  such  deed  duly  acknowl- 
edged shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  regularity  of  all  procee<lings  from  the 
assessment  of  the  assessiu-  to  and  including  the  execution  of  such  deed.  Nothing 
in  this  section  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  nullify  or  amend  the  provisions  of 
section  12  of  "Improvement  Kond  Act  of  1915"  or  of  any  provision  amendatory 
thereof  or  supplemental  thereto  with  reference  to  the  title  acquired  by  a  purchaser 
at  a  tax  collectors  sale  or  at  a  resale  by  the  city. 

Xo  action,  suit  or  proceeding  to  set  aside,  cancel,  or  question  the  validity  of 
any  proceedings  instituted  under  the  i)rovisions  of  this  section  shall  be  instituted 
or  maintained  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  commenced  within  six  months  after 
the  date  of  the  execution  of  the  deed  of  the  tax  collector  and  thereafter  all  persons 
shall  be  barred  from  commencing  or  prosecuting  any  such  action  or  maintaining  any 
defen.se  in  any  action  based  upon  the  alleged  invalidity  or  alleged  irregularity  in 
such  procee<ling.  The  burden  of  proof  in  any  such  action  or  proceeding  shall  be 
upon  the  plaintiff  to  show  invalidity  of  taxes,  as.sessments,  or  sales  of  which  he 
complains. 

If  no  other  taxing  agencies,  except  State  and  county,  or  city  and  county,  are 
involved  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  shall  be  distributed  as  provided  in 
section  .3898. 

Any  deed  given  under  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  any  lease  theretofore  given 
under  the  provisions  of  section  3774."

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UKCiENCY  CLAUSE. 

Sue.  9.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  urgency  measure  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health  and  safety,  within  the  meaning 
(if  section  1  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution,  and  shall  therefore  go  into  immediate 
(■fleet.  Tlie  facts  constituting  the  necessity  are  as  follows:  Due  to  the  widespread 
depression,  many  ta.xpayers  have  been  unable  to  pay  their  taxes,  or  to  redeem  their 
pi(i|ierty  from  side  to  the  State  for  deliiKiuency.  By  permitting  redemption  without 
penalti(>s,  many  taxpayers  will  be  enabled  to  redeem  their  property,  restore  the  same 
to  the  tax  roils,  and  thereby  add  revenue  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of 
government.

AVhereas.  The  money  for  which  said  application  is  made,  namely.  $721,357,  will 
be  used  to  restore  more  than  2000  acres  of  citrus  groves  destroyed  by  an  act  of 
nature  and  will  not  onl.v  restore  an  industry  which  will  be  self-sustaining  but  relieve 
an  acute  and  distressing  condition  brought  about  by  a  natural  calamity,  and  is  not 
only  in  strict  accord  with  the  relief  measures  of  the  Federal  government,  but  is 
amply  secured  by  the  lands  to  be  restored  ;  now,  therefore,  be  it

petitions  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  bring  about  the  granting

Without  material  change,  and  in  a  form  wholly  acceptable  to  me,  you  have 
ipproved  a  program  of  emergency  relief  presented  to  you  in  2ny  proclamation  calling 
you  to  Sacramento  at  this  time. 

By  your  tireless  and  devoteil  attention  to  the  basic  needs  of  those  in  distress  you 
j!  have  rendered  a  service  to  your  State  which  will  be  measured  in  terms  of  greater 
(  security  and  comfort  for  thousands  of  men,  womi'n,  and  children. 

T'hrough  your  prompt  and  ori'ective  <-oopcriil ion  you  have  eiuibled  the  State 
administration  to  e.xtend  and  strengthen  the  work  of  relief  which  the  State  gov- 
ernment of  California,  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  government,  must 
ifl'ord. 

The  dilTerenees  of  opinion  arising  in  connec'tion  with  the  drafting  of  the  proi)osed 
|24,(KM).(X)0  relief  bond  issue  were  not  importjint.  Tlie  amended  bill  dift'crs  in  no 
fundamental  resiject  from  the  proposal  I  presented  for  your  consideration. 

However,  such  diflereuces  of  view  as  did  arise  in  this  matter  have  enabled  both 
'e  the  (lovernor  and  the  Legislature  of  California  to  give  renewed  assiirance  to  the 
National  Relief  Administration  that  California  desires  above  all  things  to  maintain 
n  close  and  harmonious  relationship  with  National  relief  authorities. 

The  State  government  of  California  is  .appreciative  of  the  cooperative  attitude 
of  the  National  Relief  Administralion  and  will  not  permit  any  question  of  minor 
dilTerence  or  disagreement  on  policy  to  interfere  with  a  sincere  spirit  of  good  will 
and  common  purpose. 

So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  as  the  Administrative  Offic-er  of  the  State  government 
of  California,  the  State  will  go  more  than  half  way  at  all  times  to  meet  the  require- 
ments and  recommendations  of  the  National  government  with  respect  to  relief 
activities. 

This  we  have  done  in  the  relief  bond  issue,  which  was  requested  by  National 
Relief  Administrator  Hopkins  and  which  is  presented  on  the  basis  of  suggestions 
made  by  him  to  me. 

The  bond  relief  program,  however,  is  a  California  program.    It  is  adjusted  to 
California  needs  and  will  be  carried  out  under  the  control  and  authority  of  the 
State  government  of  California,  acting  at  all  times  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
"Relief  Administration. 

By  your  otBcial  actions  yon  have  likewise  extended  valuable  and  vitally  needed 
assistance  to  overburdened  taxpayers,  to  the  payers  of  special  assessments,  to  those 
unable  to  meet  immediate  demands  on  mortgage  and  trust  deed  obligations,  and  to 
other  elements  of  the  population. 

Your  action  in  naming  a  joint  legislative  committee  to  investigate  the  subject  of 
iljunemployment  insurance  will  .ilTord  the  c-oming  Legislature  an  opportunity  to  give 
this  problem  its  intelligent  and  ellective  attention. 

With  respect  to  your  discussions  and  deliberations  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
commend  the  general  absence  of  iiartisanship  or  efforts  to  gain  any  personal  or 
k  political  advantage  from  rendering  a  needed  service  to  distressed  humanity, 
l      I  further  desire  to  compliment  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  F.  C. 
iii  Clowdsley,  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  Arthur  H.  Breed,  President  pro  tempore 
of  the  Senate,  have  presided  over  your  proceedings.

PROCLAMATION  BY  THF  CxOVERNOR. 

Executive  Department,  State  of  California. 

Whereas,  An  extraordinary  occasion  has  arisen  and  now  exists,  requiring  that 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  be  convened  ;  now,  therefore, 

I,  Frank  F.  Merriam,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by  virtue  of  the 
power  and  authority  in  me  vested  by  section  9  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  convene  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California 
to  meet  and  assemble  in  extraordinary  session,  at  Sacramento.  California,  on 
Wednesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  September,  1934,  at  twelve  o'clock  m.  of  said  day, 
for  the  following  purposes  and  to  legislate  upon  the  following  subjects,  to  wit: 

1.  (a)  To  consider  and  act  upon  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  for  proposal  to  the  people  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November. 
1934,  providing  for  relief  for  unemployment  and  destitution  in  this  State  by  means 
of  grants  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  State  in  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of 
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twenty-four  million  dollars  to  provide  funds  therefor  and  providing  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  such  relief;  and  (b)  to  consider  and  act  upon  legislation  concerning  the 
qualifications  and  requirements  of  persons  applying  for  relief. 

2.  To  consider  and  act  upon  a  Joint  resolution  memorializing  the  President  and 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  provide  pensions  for  the  aged. 

3.  To  consider  and  act  upon  a  concurrent  resolution  providing  for  a  joint  legisla- 
tive committee  to  study  the  subject  of  unemployment  insurance  and  to  report  its 
recommendations  thereon  to  the  Ijegislature  at  its  next  regular  session. 

4.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  for  owners 
of  real  proiK-rty  by  providing  for  the  extension  of  periods  of  redemption,  reduction 
of  penalties,  and  postponement  of  times  of  sale,  resale,  and  execution  of  deeds 
in  respect  to  delinquent  State,  county  and  irrigation  district  taxes  and  assess- 
ments upon  real  property. 

5.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  of  debtors, 
including  a  moratorium  on  defaults  on  contracts  of  purchase  and  on  the  foreclosure 
of  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  and  on  the  sale  under  power  of  sale  contained  in 
mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  executed  upon  real  property,  with  ample  protection 
and  safeguard  for  the  holders  thereof. 

6.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  relief  legislation  validating  bonds  of 
irrigation  and  reclamation  districts,  including  refunding  bonds  thereof. 

7.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  consenting  to  the  acquisition 
by  the  United  States  of  such  lands  in  the  State  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Federal 
government  may  be  needed  for  the  establishment,  consolidation  and  extension  of 
National  forests  in  this  State,  as  i)rovided  in  the  act  of  Congress  approvwi  March  1, 
1911  (3G  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  page  961.  Chapter  186),  as  amended. 

8.  To  consider  and  act  upon  emergency  legislation  relating  to  relief  from  special 
assessments,  authorizing  cities,  counties,  and  cities  and  counties  to  assist  in  pro- 
viding such  relief,  relating  to  unpaid  assessments  for  improvements  of  streets  and 
highways  which  have  become  a  part  of  the  State  highway  system,  providing  for 
determination  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  State  therefrom  and  for  assump- 
tion by  the  State  of  payment  thereof,  and  relating  to  the  readjustment  and  refinanc- 
ing of  the  obligations  of  taxing  districts  and  special  improvement  districts  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of  bankruptcy  throughout  the  United  States.' 
approved  .Tulv  1.  1898.  and  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto," 
approved  May  24.  1934.

PRESENTATION   OP  GOVERNOR  FRANK   F.  MERRIAM. 

Hon.  F.  C.  Clowdsley,  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  then  presented  Gov- 
ernor Frank  F.  Merriam  to  the  Joint  Convention.  The  Governor  then 
delivered  his  message  to  the  members  in  Joint  Convention. 

MESSAGE  OF  GOVERNOR  FRANK  F.  MERRIAM  TO  THE  EXTRAOR- 
DINARY SESSION  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  LEGISLATURE,  SEPTEM- 
BER 12,  am. 

To  the  Members  of  the  California  Senate  and  As.iemhly,  in  joint  session. 

Circumstances  vitally  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  State  and  the  people  of  Cali- 
fornia have  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  call  the  members  of  the  Legislature  into 
extraordinary  session. 

You  have  been  asked  to  come  here  solely  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  a  public 
emergency. 
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Your  duties  and  your  labors  will  be  directed  wbollj'  to  tlie  task  of  rendering  aid 
to  those  who  either  are  unable  to  find  employment,  and  thus  are  prevented  from 
supporting  themselves  and  their  dependents,  or  those  who  are  excessively  handi- 
capped in  their  efforts  to  meet  their  financial  obligations. 

Until  very  recently  1  had  hoped  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  a  .special  session  of  the 
Legislature,  but  conversations  with  and  official  communications  from  representatives 
of  the  United  States  government  eventually  indicated  certain  matters  must  be  dis- 
posed of  promptly  and  in  accord  with  a  perfectly  harmonious  understanding  between 
the  State  government  and  the  National  Relief  Administration. 

California  has  had  the  sympathetic  and  helpful  attention  of  those  directing 
National  relief  policies,  and  it  is  my  desire  not  only  to  recognize  and  commend  this 
condition,  but  to  do  everything  in  my  power  to  sustain  an(l  (■•mtinuc  it. 

The  proiK)sals  I  shall  lay  before  you  are  designetl  to  relieve  the  distress  of  the 
unemployed  men  and  women  of  California ;  to  assure  a  greater  measure  of  coopera- 
tion between  the  State  government  and  the  Federal  government  in  meeting  relief 
problems  in  this  State;  and  to  extend  to  various  elements  of  our  citizenship  such 
emergency  aid  and  consideration  as  the  State,  pending  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  Legislature,  can  provide. 

There  are  many  other  pressing  and  important  matters  requiring  the  considera- 
tion and  action  of  the  Legislature,  but  in  this  si)€cial  legislative  session  it  has  been 
necessary  to  adhere  rigidly  to  a  plan  calling  only  for  emci-gency  relief. 

With  the  single  exception  of  a  sabject  requiring  prompt  action  under  the  terms 
of  a  Federal  statute,  all  subjects  to  be  considered  by  you  at  this  time  come  strictly 
within  the  scope  of  relieving  very  serious  conditions  today  existing  in  California. 

I  ui-ge  you  to  give  thought  only  to  the  essential  objectives  contemplated  in  this 
call  for  an  extraordinary  convening  of  the  Senate  and  the  Assembly. 

And  while  I  earnestly  desire  that  your  deliberations  will  be  comprehensive  and 
thorough,  it  is  my  hoy>e  that  your  proceedings  will  result  in  expeditious  disposal  of 
the  several  subjects  I  shall  submit  to  you. 

They  do  not  invade  any  aspect  or  phase  of  partisan  or  political  interest,  and  I 
seek  your  cooperation  and  official  sanction  of  certain  emergency  relief  measures 
on  no  other  basis  than  that  of  the  common  good. 

IL-iving  myself  painstaUingly  endeavored  to  avoid  all  considerations  not  directly 
relaf<-d  to  the  critical  needs  of  our  people,  and  having  sought  in  every  way  to 
advance  this  emergency  relief  program  from  the  broad  standpoint  of  ministering 
to  those  in  distress,  I  urge  a  like  course  upon  you. 

Without  doultt,  the  regular  session  of  the  Legi.slature  beginning  in  January 
will  be  called  upon  to  extend  or  to  modify  such  steps  as  you  and  I  may  take  at 
this  time. 

'Jliere  can  be  no  question  of  the  fact  that  a  very  broad  and  far-reaching  program 
must  be  carried  out  by  the  State  government  of  California  looking  not  only  to  the 
care  of  the  unemi>loyed.  the  sick  and  disabled,  and  the  age<l.  but  also  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  agencies  concerned  with  the  restoration  of  sound  economic  conditions 
throiigliiiut  the  State. 

Greater  soci;il  justice,  guaranteed  by  statute  and  by  State  policy,  must  be  our 
determined  purpose. 

Such  problems,  however,  can  not  obtain  adequate  consideration  at  a  session  of 
the  Legislature  which,  to  render  effective  service  in  a  crisis,  must  confine  itself  to 
effort.s  lo  relieve  that  crisis. 

All  of  the  recommendations  which  you  are  about  to  consider  have  had"  my 
careful  and  close  attention.  If  approved  in  the  form  recommended.  I  feel  that 
the  danger  of  undue  deprivation  and  suffering  among  the  people  of  California  will 
be  les.sened  and  placed  upon  a  basis  of  reasonable  attention  to  all  legitimate  claims 
for  relief. 

The  i)rogram  that  is  laid  before  you  is  based  on  what  I  regard  as  the  genuine 
requirements  of  our  people  so  far  as  those  re(|uirements  can  be  met  at  this  time. 
This  proposed  program  is  sound,  and  makes  no  pretentions  either  impossible  of 
fulfillment,  or,  if  undertaken,  that  might  bring  even  greater  confusion  and  distress. 

The  State's  twenty  million  dollar  relief  bond  issue  authorize<l  in  June,  1933. 
has  been  exhausted. 

The  bond  issue  which  I  ask  you  to  submit  to  the  people  of  Califoniia  in  the 
November  election  is  ba.sed  on  suggestions  from  the  National  Uelief  Administration, 
and  the  amount  siiecified  represents  the  minimum  sum  whi<h  the  national  author- 
ities feel  that  California  should  make  available  at  this  time. 

We  are  faced  with  a  situation  that  should  banish  all  aims  and  impulses  not 
inspired  by  a  determination  to  use  our  several  energies  and  official  responsibilities 
for  the  public  welfare.  The  common  man  and  the  common  women  of  California 
are  our  common  problems. 

I  place  my  time  and  my  services  at  your  disposal  for  conference  and  discussion. 
I  shall  be  available  at  all  hours. 

It  should  be  understood  that  our  purpose  is  to  afford  relief  only  to  those 
actually  needing  it. 

We  have  taken  every  precaution  that  has  been  suggested  to  prevent  deliberate 
abuse  of  these  relief  measures  by  persons  not  in  distress. 
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This  refers  not  only  to  the  provisions  for  unemployment  relief,  but  also  to  the 
proposals  that  seel<  to  lift  sonic  of  the  burdens  of  the  taxpayer,  the  payer  of 
ussossmi'iits,  and  of  the  man  and  woman  whose  mortgage  or  trust  deed  obligations 
must  bt^  lighlciHMl  to  avoid  lori'closuri's. 

To  acconijilish  the  above  mentioned  purjioses  I  am  asking  consideration  and 
legislation  on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  (a)  To  consider  and  act  upon  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  for  proposal  to  tlie  people  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November, 
1U34,  providing  for  relief  for  unemploynu'nt  and  destitution  in  this  State  by 
means  of  grants  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  State  in  the  aggregate  principal 
sum  of  twenty-four  million  dollars  lo  provide  funds  therefor  and  providing  for 
the  administration  of  such  relief;  and  (b)  to  consider  and  act  upon  legislation 
concerning  the  i|ualifi('ations  and  re(iMinincnts  of  persons  applying  for  relief. 

2.  To  consider  and  act  upon  a  joint  resolution  memorializing  the  President  and 
Congress  of  the  Uniteil  States  to  provide  pensions  for  the  aged. 

3.  To  consider  and  act  upon  a  concurrent  resolution  providing  for  a  joint  legis- 
lative coinniittee  to  study  the  subject  of  unemployment  insurance  and  to  report  its 
recommendations  tliereon  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  regular  session.

Whereas,  The  problem  of  the  care  of  the  dei)endent  aged  has  recently  attained 
major  proportions  throughout  the  Nation,  due  in  large  part  to  the  increasing 
mechanization  of  our  industrial  system  and  to  the  economic  depression  our  country 
has  been  suffering,  which  has  destroyed  the  linancial  independence  of  large  numbers 
of  our  people,  including  tho.se  who  had  prudently  prepared  for  the  time  when  they 
could  no  longer  earn  a  livelihood  ;  and 

WiiKRELVs,  The  problem  is  seriously  complicated  by  the  fact  that  the  people  of  the 
United  States  freely  exercise  their  right  to  change  their  residence,  so  that  the  States 
and  communities  in  wliich  many  of  our  dependent  aged  live  arc  not  those  to  the 
economic  building  of  which  they  have  directly  contributed;  and 

Whereas,  Becau.se  of  various  factors,  such  as  relative  liberality  of  care  of  the 
dependent  aged,  climatic  advantages,  and  the  economic  opportunities  offered  by  cer- 
tain areas  prior  to  the  depression,  some  States  and  communities  have  within  their 
borders  a  disproportionately  large  number  of  dependent  aged;  and 

Whereas,  The  financial  bunlen  of  care  of  the  <Iependent  aged  is  so  great  in  some 
States  that  the  economic  welfare  and  stability  of  such  Stsites  are  seriously  affected 
and  even  threatened  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  evi<lent  that  the  problem  has  become  one  which  can  be  satis- 
factorily met  only  on  a  National  scale,  and  that  the  Federal  government  must  assist 
the  State  and  local  communities  if  the  dependent  aged,  who  during  their  years  of 
usefulness  have  contribuled  to  the  e<(inrtmic  life  of  the  Nation,  are  to  be  cjired  for 
even  on  a  minimum  basis;  and 

Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States  has  recogiiize<l  the  responsibility 
of  the  Federal  government  in  this  matter,  and  has  indicated  that  he  will  recommend 
to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  at  its  next  session,  that  there  be  legislation 
bearing  on  this  problem  :  and 

Whereas.  It  is  well  known  that  under  modern  conditions,  with  advanced  indus- 
trial and  business  methods,  and  the  availability  of  abundant  (pialified  labor,  the  age 
of  employability  has  changed  considerably,  and  where  but  recently  the  wage  eanier 
could  look  forward  with  considerable  confidence  to  earning  a  livelihood  well  beyond 
the  age  of  50,  expectations  today  are  much  more  limited,  so  that  the  age  for  retire- 
ment should  be  lower  now  than  it  has  ever  been  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  seems  the  part  of  wisdom  to  retire  from  industry  and  business  as 
early  as  possible  those  who  because  of  advancing  age  are  beginning  to  be<-ome  rela-

Honorable  Sir:  This  letter  is  being  addressed  to  you  in  an  eleventh  hour  effort 
to  place  clearly  before  you  the  position  of  the  Federal  government  with  regard 
the  Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1,  now  pending  before  the  Ijegislaturc 
It  is  my  hope  that  you  will  transmit  it  to  the  Assembly  for  the  purpose  of  avoidiim 
passage  of  the  amendment  in  its  present  form. 

The  ostensible  puriiose  of  this  amendment  is  to  make  available  $24,000,000  of 
State  funds  for  unemployment  relief  to  be  merged  with  funds  anticipated  from  the 
Federal  Emergency  Kelief  Administration  for  unemployment  relief.  The  bill  con- 
templates that  these  joint  funds  will  be  administered  by  a  single  agency. 

I  fear  that  the  amendment  in  the  form  passed  unanimously  by  the  State  Senat' 
this  afternoon  will  fail  to  accomplish  such  purpo.ses.  The  amendment  is  reported 
to  provide:  "for  relief  of  unemployment  and  human  need."  I  wish  to  point  out  that 
Federal  funds  may  be  e.xpended  only  for  unemployment  relief  ;  funds  available  fiu 
general  human  needs  other  than  unemployment  relief  may  not  be  merged  with  fun(h 
granted  by  the  Federal  government  for  unemployment  relief;  neither  will  the  grant- 
ing of  funds  by  the  State  for  general  human  need  other  than  unemployment  relief 
be  regarded  by  the  Federal  administration  as  joint  particii)ation  in  an  unemployment 
relief  iirogram. 

The  amendment  also  contemplates  a  joint  administration  for  general  human  need 
as  well  as  unemployment  relief  and  names  as  administrator  a  chief  of  a  division  in 
the  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare.  It  is  further  stated  that  the  po\yers  of 
the  administrator  may  be  vested  in  the  Dirwtor  of  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare. 
It  seems  to  me  highly  desirable  that  full  power  to  administer  unemployment  relief 
only  be  vested  in  a  commission  and  an  administration  set  u|)  for  the  exclusive  pur- 
po.se  of  administering  such  relief.  The  problems  to  be  met  are  of  an  emergency 
nature  and  established  State  departments  are  governed  by  regulations  which  were 
not  drawn  in  contemplation  of  a  i)rogram  involving  problems  of  this  nature  and 
which  also  involves  participation  by  a  Federal  agency. 

I  wish  to  point  out  further  that  the  administrative  authority  set  up  in  this  bill 
is  so  ambiguous  that  it  would  be  exceedingly  diflicult  for  the  Federal  Emergency 
Relief  Administration  to  predicate  any  participation  upon  its  terms. 

In  order  to  meet  the  emergency  adecpiately.  the  administering  agencies  should  not 
be  governed  by  existing  legal  requirements  of  State  dei)artments  set  up  to  meet 
jiermanent  and  stable  conditions.  The  administration  agencies  .set  up  by  the  bill 
should  be  subject  onl.v  to  special  administrative  laws  and  regulations  that  may  b<- 
enacted  by  the  State  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administration. 

I  wish  to  make  clear  that  my  thought  is  that  the  commission  and  the  admin- 
istrator should  be  State  of  California  agencies,  administering  funds  granted  by  both 
the  State  government  and  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration.  They 
should  be  made  up  of  competent  public  spirited  persons  whose  records  are  such  as 
to  insi)ire  your  confidence,  the  confidence  of  Californians  and  the  confidence  of  th" 
Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that,  excejiting  for  Federal  grants,  California 
is  practically  without  unemployment  relief  funds  at  present.  Even  if  the  amendmeii" 
now  contemplated  is  passed,  no  stated  funds  will  be  available  for  expenditure  until 
after  the  first  of  next  year.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  if  that  portion  of  unem- 
yjloyment  relief  heretofore  provided  by  State  and  local  funds  is  to  be  met  for  the 
ensuing  four  months,  it  must  be  met  by  increased  Federal  grants. 

AVith  this  consideration  in  mind.  I  am  sure  you  will  appreciate  the  vital  interest 
of  the  Federal  administration  in  the  agency  which  will  be  set  up  to  admini'ster  the 
funds  it  is  being  asked  to  sui)ply.  The  request  to  the  Federal  administration  to 
supply  the  deficiency  caused  by  the  exhaustion  of  State  and  local  funds,  as  yon 
know,  was  predicated  upon  the  proposition  that  California  was  to  supply  $24.000.0(K) 
for  unemployment  relief  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  .Tune  30.  10:i.5.  It  was  estimated 
that  approximately  !i!.")O.OOO.On()  would  be  required  from  the  Federal  Emergency 
Relief  Administration  during  that  i)eriod.  It  is  vital,  therefore,  that  the  S24.000,0(M) 
should  be  provided  by  the  amendment  solely  for  unemiiloyment  relief  and  explicitly 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  .Tune  ."iO,  19I'..5. 

And,  in  conclusion,  I  reiterate  my  belief  that  the  amendment  .should  provide  for 
the  setting  up  of  an  independent  State  agency  for  the  administration  of  this  money 
and  any  moneys  which  may  be  granted  to  the  State  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administration.

The  Speaker  informed  the  committee  from  the  Senate  that  the  Assem- 
bly had  concluded  its  labors  and  was  about  ready  to  adjottrn,  and  had  no 
further  communication  to  make  to  the  Senate. 

MESSAGE  FROM  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  from  the  Governor  was  read,  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  Journal: 
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MESSAGE  OF  GOVERNOR  FRANK  F.  MERRIAM  TO  THE  SENATE  AND 
ASSEMBIA'  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

September  14,  1934. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly. 

The  labors  of  the  extraordinary  session  of  the  California  I.rf'gishiture  have  been 
completed,  and  the  results  bespeaU  the  active  commendation  and  appreciative 
recognition  of  all  tlie  people  of  this  State. 

Without  material  change,  and  in  a  form  wholly  acceptable  to  me,  you  have 
approved  a  program  of  emergency  relief  presented  to  you  in  my  proclamation 
calling  you  to  Sacramento  at  this  time. 

By  your  tireless  and  devoted  attention  to  the  basic  needs  of  those  in  distress 
you  have  rendered  a  service  to  your  State  which  will  be  measure<l  in  terms  of 
greater  security  and  comfort  for  thousands  of  men,  women  and  children. 

Through  your  prompt  and  effective  cooperation  you  have  enabled  the  State 
administration  to  extend  and  strengthen  the  work  of  relief  which  the  State  gov- 
ernment of  California,  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  government,  must 
afford. 

The  differences  of  opinion  arising  in  connection  with  the  drafting  of  the  pro- 
posed $34,000,000  relief  bond  issue  were  not  important.  The  ameiide<l  bill  differs 
in  no  fundamental  respect  from  the  proi)osal  I  presented  for  your  consideration. 

However,  sucli  differences  of  view  as  did  arise  in  this  matter  have  enabled 
l>oth  tlie  Govenior  and  the  Legislature  of  California  to  give  renewed  as-surance  to 
the  National  Relief  Administration  that  California  desires  above  all  things  to  main- 
tain a  close  and  harmonious  rcl.itionsliip  with  National  relief  authorities. 

The  State  government  of  California  is  appreciative  of  the  cooperative  attitude 
of  tlie  National  Relief  Administration  and  will  not  pennit  any  iiuestion  of  minor 
differences  or  disagreement  on  policj'  to  interfere  with  a  sincere  spirit  of  good 
will  and  commoti  purpose. 

So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  as  the  administrative  officer  of  the  State  government 
of  California,  the  State  will  go  more  than  half  way  at  all  times  to  meet  the  require- 
ments and  recommendations  of  the  National  government  with  respect  to  relief 
activities. 

This  we  have  done  in  the  relief  bond  issue,  which  was  reciuested  by  National 
Relief  Administrator  Hopkins  and  which  is  presented  on  the  basis  of  suggestions 
made  by  him  to  me. 

The  b(md  relief  program,  however,  is  a  California  program.  It  is  adjusted  to 
California  needs  and  will  be  carrie<l  out  under  the  control  and  authority  of  the 
State  government  of  California,  acting  at  all  times  in  conjunction  witli  the 
National  Relief  Administration. 

By  your  official  actions  you  have  likewise  extended  valuable  and  vitally  needed 
assistance  to  overburdened  taxpayers,  to  the  payers  of  8pe<'ial  as.sessment>:,  to 
those  unable  to  meet  imnie<liate  demands  on  mortgage  and  trust  deed  obligations, 
and  to  other  elements  of  the  population. 

Your  action  in  naming  a  .loint  Legislative  Committee  to  Investigate  the  Subject 
of  Unemployment  Insurance  will  afford  the  coming  I^egislature  an  opportunity  to 
give  this  problem  its  intelligent  and  effective  attention. 

With  respect  to  your  discussions  and  delilierations  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
commend  the  general  absence  of  partisanship  or  efforts  to  gain  any  personal  or 
political  advantage  from  rendering  a  needed  sen'ice  to  distressed  liumanity. 

I  further  desire  to  compliment  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  F.  C. 
Clowdsley,  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  Arthur  II.  Breed,  President  pro  tempore 
of  the  Senate,  have  presided  over  your  proceedings.

APPOINTMENT  OP  COMMITTEES. 

The  Speaker  announced  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  Lyon,  Halluer, 
Woolwine,  Maloney  and  McMurray  to  serve  as  members  of  the  com- 
mittee relative  to  investigating  the  subject  of  horse-racing  in  Cali- 
fornia and  the  reasons  for  the  un.satisfactory  revenues  received  under 
the  present  laws  relating  to  horse-racing,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the 
next  regular  session  of  the  Legislature,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the 
following  Assembly  resolution : 

ASSEMBLY  RESOIJTTION. 

Whereas,  The  revenue  expected  to  be  received  under  the  provisions  of  the  horse- 
racing  legislation  of  this  State  has  not  materializetl  ;  and 

Whereas,  Only  one  new  horse-racing  track  has  been  built  in  the  past  year  and 
one-half,  indicating  that  there  may  be  some  need  for  amendment  of  the  law;  and 

Whereas,  A  part  of  the  expected  revenues  were  to  be  used  for  the  support  of 
fairs  and  expositions,  which  encourage  agricultural  and  industrial  development,  and 
the  balance  of  said  revenues  were  to  be  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  State  institu- 
tions of  learning  or  for  the  relief  of  unemployment  within  the  State  of  California  ; 
and 

WhereIi^s,  In  view  of  the  curtailed  revenues  of  the  State,  such  additional 
revenues  would  contribute  measurably  to  the  funds  of  the  State ;  and 

AVhereas,  It  appears  that  an  investigation  of  the  situation  is  necessary  to 
learn  the  reasons  for  the  failure  of  such  revenues  to  materialize  and  to  suggest 
necessary  changes  to  secure  such  revenues  ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Assembly  be  appointed  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  to  investigate  the  subject  of  horse-racing  in  Cali- 
fornia and  the  reasons  for  the  unsatisfactory  revenues  received  under  the  present
